British opinion is. that the open door can ba best realised by 
international co-operation, with the sssistance of traders, It is 
incidentally suggested that the development of China would be 
greatly forwarded by the constraction of railways which would help 
other nations’ relations with China. It is indicated that no stroog 
British objection will be maze to the rolinguishment of Wei-bai-wei 
and other similar leasehold territory. . 

Tt is puthoritatively stated that Britain is anxious to do every- 
thing possible to enable Chins to assome her proper place in tho 
commercial world, Britain thinks that this is best attainable through 
the policy of the open doar, leaving China free to carry ont her own 
destiny. . 


Forecast of Remarkable Japanese Programme in China. 


: London, November 18. 

The Manchester Gutrdian's Washington correspondent cites & 
report with reserve, although declaring the authority good, to the 
effect that the Japanese delegates will propose the following terms 
regarding China: Japan to surrender Shantung and the Twenty- 
One Demands of the spring of 1915; Japan requires a closer definition 
of the open door andthe integrity of Chins, contends tbat China 
should consist of the eighteen provinces south of the Great Wall,-ex- 
cluding Tibet. and proposes a Jaoanese protectorate over Manchuria 
as over Korea; and urges Britain to take aver Tibet.

‘Washingotn, Nov. is 
The Conference's Secision to consider China's casa before pro 
ceeding with cther points caused same surprise, but it is recognised 
that many ultimate problems are closely connected with China 
and cannot well be settled before her case is thoroughly reviewed 
and regularized, Diseussing tha Chinese memorandum with the 
Chinese del Reuter was informed that on the whole they are 
pleased with the reception accorded it, though they somewhat reset 
what they term the crop df surmises and iWogical, deductions which 
it has aroused in the American preas, China, in presenting such & 
broadly modelled document, wished to avail herself of the oppor- 
tunity to define clearty her position ris-a-ris the other Powers, 
, China's Aim. a 
» China’s aim at present isto raise and restore China as 8 Republic 
to her proper equa! place among the natlors. The delégatea are of 
cpinion that once the principles in the memorandam are recognis- 
ed ofScially their consequenca can be developed gradually. China 
ia in no hurry te pot into effect the stipulations contained therein 
and hopes first to settle internal affairs supported by added pfestige 
in the comity of nations. There is no doubt that the delegates 
expect France and Britain to suggest modifications to the proposals. 
The impressicn gained by Reuter was thet such suggestions weuld 
be received in a willing and sympathetig spirit provided that the 
broad lines of policy are acceptable. 
Disappointing. - . . 
Mr. Ma Soo describes the Peking delegation proposals as -dis- 
tinetly disappointing. He declared the Chinaae.wanted action which 
would lead te the restitution of Chinese rights. particolarly the 


| return of Shantung, Manchuria, Inner Mongclia and Tibet: the 


abrogation of the well-known Twenty One Demands of the 1915 
agreement and a series of Sino-Japanese secret treaties; renuncia- 
tion of obnoxious spheres ef influence and withdraws). of f:reign 
garrisons. ‘ 
Who Formulated China’s Proposals? 

There is a disposition at Washington to regard China's proposals 
for sclation of her problems as approximating very closely to 
‘America’s ideas. Chinese delegates deny that any white man was 
concerned in formulating their ten points but. according to one 
correspondent, it ts recognised that “some of the language closely 
resembles some of the things used in American notes in the past few 
years,” while others go as far as to mention the former Secretary of 
State Lansing in this connection. It is contended on the American 
side that the vo:nt in the statement which bars treatiea nof com- 


municated to China and not including her as a party detinitely raises |: 


the fesse Anglo-Japanese treaty, but it remains to be seen 
if this view 23 Breased authoritatively. " 


. Japan’s Attitude. . 

As to Japan's attitude the report gtes that she may support the 
fundamentals of the Chinese proposals provided she can safeguard 
herself against possible boycott which will cut her of from vitally 
needed raw materials cn the Asiatic Continent. The Japanese made 
an exeellent impression on the Yap question, which is reported 
as virtually settled, thanks to the cooperation of Snidehara. Also, 
the Japanese are understood to be mach leas stubborn about Shan- 
tung than expected. . 

Extennating Circumstances. . 
‘ London, Nov. 18. 

An account of Mr. Hughes’ speech at the opening of the Far 
Eastern Committee says that he suggested extenuating circam- 
stances for China’s present position owing to the recent changed 
fore of Government. He recalled this in connéction with America’s 
dishevelled condition after the revolution and before all the States 
accepted the present constitution. Lpon-thne principle of the open 
door, he is reported to have suid that whan opened Japan would 
stand on the thresheld and be the frst to .proft under the system of 
equal oppe rtunity. 

Submarines. ‘ 
Washington, Nov. 13. 

British suggestions for Iimitaticn of tonnage and size of sub 
marines are.apparently not acceptable to America, in view of the fact, 


that she would bave to protect 65,000 kilometres of coast with a’ 


heavily redaced fleet. The American authorities dispute the sug- 
gestion that sebmarines are'more likely than surface vessels to be 
esed contrary to the rules of civilized warfare.’ Also, there is little 

hope of America agreeing to [raitation of the size of submarines. 

A Knotty Point. 

London, Nov. 18. 
There are indications that the submarine question is likely to 
prove a knotty point in any settlement of the naval limitation scheme. 
Keen observers on the spot at Washington sarmise that Britaia will 
agree to a complete decade naval holiday in return for some redne- 
tion in sabmarine tonnage under Mr. Hozhes’ plan. The relactant 
attitude of America towards limitation of tonnage in the size of 
submarines is rather attributed to her naval experts than the 
general pablic who, it is. believed, approve Mr. Balfour's proposals 
mtably Senator Borah, the originator of the Bill authorising the 
Conference. It is farthermore declared that the British 
desire to strengthen the American scheme by scrapping plant and 
material necessary fcr making ships and guns except so"far as is 
necessary for repair of a reduced fleet or the replacement of an 
accidentally destroyed unit. It is thought that this will provide a 
solid guarantee and guard against any Power breaking away from 

the compact or springing a surprise on her neighbours. . 
Japan Requests Modication of Naval Programme. 

. Washington, Nov. 18. 
Admiral Kato announced Japan's acceptance of the Chinese 
proposals as “a basis cf discussion in Committee.” He also an- 


nounced that Japan, owing to her geographical position, would re-- 


quest such modication’in the naval limitation programme as would 
pernrit her to maintain general tennage slightly exceeding the pro- 
posed sixty per cent. of Britain and America and the right to main- 
tain tonnage in the type of vessel of a strictly defensive character 
approximating that of Britain and America. The term dces not in- 
elude submarines. Admiral Kato in a subsequent interview with

CHINA'S FUTURE. 


The Question OF Supervision. 


Speaking at. the cancluding 
session of the Confererce of: 
British Chambers of Commerce 
at Shanghaj, Mro WW. Bu Kennett, 
Chairman of the Conference in 
committee, reviewed the work 
of the meetings, and discussed 
the presen: disturbed situation in 
China. In conclading his speach 
he made the following observa- 
tions.] 

Intervention bas an ugly sound. 
Tc implies that the impnise and 
desire come from without. I 
ventore to think tha: in tke 
present state of affairs in 
Ubina the desire for help might 
come from within. China would 
naturally resent uninvited in- 
terfereuce with her affsirs. But 


who does she not ask for foreign 
assistance in the work of re- 
organization? I thick that there 
are two principal reasons. First 
she thinks that foreign assistance 
might imply foreign aggression, 
foreign control. and possibly 
the loss of her integrity 
as an independent Sover- 
eign Srate; and secondly, her 
pride stands in the way. She is 
somewhat in the. pasition’ of 
Ba man owning a car whick he 
bes not learned to tive, 
and hesitating to ask for helpand 
instruction, first, lest the in- 
structor might stay too long in the 
car, and secondly, lest he wight 
lose face by admitting bis vis- 
ability to drivé. China bas~te- 
cognised that the methods of 
government and sdministration 
prevailing in all modern civilized 
nations, subject to modifications 
necessary to meet tho nature and 
temperament of the people, are 
the methods which sho mos* 
eventually adopt. The clock can- 
hot now be set back several cent 
uries, yet the machinery for 
government and administration 
on modern lines does not exist 
in China, snd she hesitates to 
set up such machinery and teach 
ber to run it for fear that her 
national independence may be 
Jost. Is there ary great danger 
of such an eventuality in these 
days? Tho present tendency ‘is 


"| sgainst aggression by one nation 


against another. It is fally 
recognized that aggression by 
ady' one Power against any 
other does not concern those 
two Powers only but is a 
matter .of world-wide concern. 
Obviously sny assistsace givea 
to Chins must not be of 
an aggressive aod self-sesking 
natore, but must be friendly in its 
elements acd uuselfish in -ite 
aims. The Powers concerned 
could surely take together such 
precautionary measures that no 
ast |one of them would be able to take 
advantage’of China's needs’ to 
farther selfish or. improper’ ends.

and Public Services, imcloding 
tne provition of codes of laws 
saitable to modern requirements, 
and the re-organization of the 
judicial system; bat there are 
always difficulties in the way of 
every attemp! at reform and im- 
provement, and I venture tothink 
thatone of these difficultiesequals 
io gravity the danger of a con- 
tinuance of the present state of 
chaos in China. The second ob 
stacle, which I have presumed, to 
a request from China for foreign 
sssistance is that China might 
consider it aninjury to her pride; 
but China is in the throas of 
transition to a new system for the 
working of which hor past system 
of Government and Adwinistra- 
tion has not provided her with a 
sufficient number of trained 
men. No man thinks it a 
derogation from his dignity 
to ask for sssistaoca sand in- 
struction in setting up and 
working now and complicated 
machinery. Surely China need 
not hesitate to ask for assistance 
under present cicumstances. No 
injery to her pride which would 
be thereby incurred can ejus! the 
injury to her prestige which 
results from the present stterly 
discroditable’ state of affairs. If 
China would see fit to employ 
foreign experts they might be 
part aod parcel of her own public 
services. They might be con- 
sidered as experts tending aid 
rather than foreign officials ex- 
ercising control. 

I say without any hesitation 
that the Resolutions relating to 
the present state of China spring 
from feelidga of the” greatest 
friendship towards the Chinese 
people. We recognize that the 
Chicese people as a whole ardant- 
Is desire good government, good 
administration and clean justice, 
If some of those exercising power 
in China to-day have contrary 
desires, we ara convinced that 
they do not truly represent the 
Ch'nese people, and we think 
thet the time will come when 
all, instead of a minority of 
those who beld and those 
who seek power in China will 
realize that the ondérlying 
principle of men who enter public 
services in ‘civilized communities 
is not s desire for the emoluments 


of office, bit a desire to render| } 


service to the Stare. - 

I ani confident that I correctly 
interpret the spirit of this Confer- 
ence when I say that we are firm 
friends of the Chinese people: we 
seek no rights which .are incom- 
patible wish justice to them, and 
will Jend our support to no 
schémes which are inconsistent 
with their best interests.

One was the discovery 
that even in the less-tutored 
Chinesa mind there is a growing, 
though as yet hazy consi vs sess 
thar China’s fats, in suim-iar. 
altogethether-understood way. is 
going to be determined by what 
the “Fo-vigners” do at the 
conference in Washington. 

Another was the wilesprea} 
feeling that Amemea is” Nuuber 
One * country among the lot and 
that when the crucial moment 
comes she will save China. 

FAITH IN AMERICA. 

Agit is known in the United 
States there is no such thing as 
public opinion in China. Bus 
fundamental ideas have a way of 
spreadips over this vast nation of 
100,000 people and slowly but 
surely making their way through 
all but the dullest skullz. 

Among these ideas is the one 
that America has alwaya given 
Chinese a square deal aod may 
te depended upon to be on’ the 
side of right when greedy powers 
get together. 

Americans whose business 
takes them into the interior 
invariably speak of the. rebound 
this feeling has on them, once 
their nationaluy becomes Known, 

Thouzh well treated as a rule. 
foreigners generally ate pot liked.

On the way to Peitatho I met 
an American, Mr. John Earl 
Baker. whose grandfather bought 
& farmin IMlinois back in 1848, 
then walked 70 milesin 14 hours 
to escape & Rang of stick-up men 
he thought were efter the re- 
taainder of the gold cons he; 
carried sewed up in his belt. 

Mr, Baker bas been in China 
many years and speaks Chinese, 
which is tne railroad to business 
over here, ° . 

“This a great mistake,” he told 
me as Wo, swapped experiences, 
“to believe there in no pubic 
sentiment in China. My work 
has kept me inclose tauch with 
the rank and file of Cninese for 
years and believe me when I teil 
you there is a3 much public 
opinion amonz the people in the 
country as thera was in the 
United States, say, in the “70's. 

” Foreigners in the treaty ports 
will deny this, but it io true. The 
average Chinese is intelligent, 
industrious and resourceful. 

CHINA NOT BACKWARD. 

“ All tbat Cina needs is a fair 
chance. I bope she gets ita’ the 
Washington conference. 

“Thaveno sympathy with this, 
treaty port conversation about the 
Chinese being bopelessly back- 
wate.

TUntila little while age it seemed as though we were going 
to vet good eovermment at last. The military factton in 
Kanesi was driven ont after a somewhat prolonged and 
costly struvule, an enlightened man was put inas Governor 
of Kwangsi, the province of Kwangtung itself was being 

_ decently .governed and there was plenty of evidence of 
improvement ail round. People began to say that the 
Canton Government had proved itself worthy of support: 
it was ‘doing the right thing. Instead of keeping that 
yery fine public opinion it is losing it, simply because at 
the present tine the province of Kwangsi and also parts of 
Kwangtung are-overrun by bandits. pirates and robbers. 
As we pointed out on a previous occasion, we fully recognise 
the dithculties of the situation which Canton has to face, 
though we cannot help thinking there has been a mistake 
made in the policy which has of late been adopted 

_ No sooner bad the Canton forces succeeded in extend- 

“ig Canton’s authorily over Kwangsi than President Sun 
Yat-sen dreams of a conquest of the north. There was no 
actual withdrawl] of tPbops for some time (thanks. ap- 
parently, to the advice of General Chan King-ming) but 
there bas lately heen a big military concentration in the 
neighbourhood of Kweilin with the result that the soldiers 
who were keeping order in the various disturbed districts 
are no longer there. Hands of dispersed Kwangsi soldiery, 
allstill fully armed. are being allowed what seerns sorhething 
like a freehand. They are causing a reign of terror in 
certain districts, are attacking and looting whole villages, 
kidnappicy and killing the innocent folk of the country- 
side. Our Canton’ correspondent speaks of trade being 
absolutely at a standstill in many places and of trading 
_junks being afraid to trade. Evenour contemporary. the 
Canton Times, bas made reference to the prevalence of these 
‘armed snaranders and there is no question whatsoever that 

iracy and brigandage is going on om a scale almost un- 
Paown before. Now, that is a serious matter for the 
Canton Covermment, because the people not only have a 
right to protection but because the worth of any govern- 
ment consists of its.ability to govern. 

Canton had a wonderful chance to ‘succeed by the 
power of example—in fact it was openly said that Canton 
aimed at convincing other provinces to be in favour of 
joining it because of its enlightened administration. In- 
stead’ of making its two provinces the very hest 
administered and controlled in China, it leaves many 
hunodreds—even thousands—of its inhabitants at the 
mercy of robbers and pirates while its soldiers are taken 
away up country om a grandiose pan of conquest. We 
honestly think that has been bad in policy. President 
Sun has made a mistake becanse the better government he 
came to give is not being given to the folk of the country- 
side—those who needed it most. Whether or uo be will 
succeed in his northern expedition we are not going to 
discuss here. but we do make an. appeal for the better 
protection of those humble country folk on whom. every- 
thing cise in the coustry must rest. Canton owes them a

Without disputing 
the justice of the sentence, the 
prisoner's father, a man_ ot 
seventy-five, entreated a diminu- 
tion of it en the ground that he 
was dependent upon the prisoner. 
It transpired that the father has’ 
anather son, so that his plight is 
not so bad as at first appeared, 
though the old man looked an 
objact for some compassion. But, 
as the Magistrate pototed out, the 
offence was a very bad one, 
especially in view of the intended 
victim’s sbx. Twice this week 
Furopean ladies have bean rob 
bed, while the audacity of a 
certain lawless element was 
strikingly demonstrated only a 
few days ago by ‘a tram being 
actually held upia the city. At 
such atime theré is small room 
for clemency.

I sea that the International 
Labour Conferenca: wants tho 
same rights, in certain respects, 
extended to the farm labourer as 
to other workmen: That is right 
and proper; only, I'm an old 
passing of the old days and the 
old ways, The relations between 
farmer and farm Jabourer used to 
ba a far more intimate thing than 
itis today or ever will be again. 
Who today ever hears of a 
“harvest home”? The “Kirn” £ 
am afraid, is almast a thing of 
the past. . Yot only a matter of 
30 years ago it was the social 
event of the year ia our rural 
districts, (This was before we 
went abroad to learn that Scots- 
men had apatronsaint.) With the 
cornfields cleared and everything 
nicely under “theek and raip” 
(where’a yoor Mr. MacWhirter 
now *) the farmer with his family, 
his workers and friends celebrated 
tha event in the barn. I have 
seen a hundred of us there and 
never a thousht of going to bed 
at all in some of our young heads. 
The fare was homely, the danciag 
hearty if unpolished, the spirit of 
the kindtieat and warmest. That 
was an event looked forward to 
alt during tha barvest and recall- 
ed: after with many a chuckle. 
But self-binders and things Hke 
that killed the old relationship; 
you cannot go through a country 
dance with 2 — self-binder. 
Farmers and labourers have their 
“unions” now. They ,bave be 
come “modern.” I suppose it is 
all for the best, like the rain this 
morning, bot I regret the passing 
of the old days just the same. 
The old days had their points, as 
I remerober tham. 


A Profound Truth, 

Tt is astonishing bow the truth 
will slip ont anexpectediy at 
times. Who would have expect- 
ed the Bishop of Victoria to say 
this the other day: “The idea 
of the concert was that people 
should mset and get to know each 
other”? Even as I write’ the 
words I heave a sigh eloquent of 
tetrospection and regret. Troe— 
profoundly and painfully troe— 
getting to know each other. I've 
seen and heard and suffered.

Reminiscent. 

Talking of concerts, what 
means this from «a moraing con- 
temporary? “One noticed that 
the students’ items were very 
well received, yet there was no 
response toencores. There must 
bave been some understanding 
among themselves with regard to 
this. If itis so,one cannot help 
appreciaticg their thoughtfulness 
and unselfishness in the matter.” 
Thoughtfulness — ho! That 
might have been better pat, 
becaus> one - does wonder 
whether the refusal of encores 
proved the student-entertainers 
thoughtfol of themselves or of the 
audience.

The fovorish activity in 
American § shipbuilding - which 
characterized the. whole of 
the war period has,. as may 
be expected, “been ‘followed 
by a very great depression. No 
orders for ocean-going ships ara 
now ceing placed in American 
garda. Home orders are msialy 
confined to steam and motor craft 
destined for the transport of oil. 
There are now in process of con- 


odation, sailings from jstruction in the United Statas, 82 


tankers, representing a tonnage 
of 632,016. In the course of the 
official year onding June 
30, 1,429 vessels, representing a 
gross tonnage of 2,210,221, wera 
completed for American account, 
and 33 ships, aggregating a total 
gross tonnage of 66,058, were built 
for foreign owners. Of this total 
of 1,462 ships, 343 were sea-going 
steel vessels, 77 were wooden 
ships and 1,042 small river craft. 
It is worthy of note, however, 
that the new steel ships had an 
average tonnage of nearly 6,000, 
which is appreciably higher than 
the average in other countries.
